Take the matter-of-fact sounds 
. . . how important are they to 
you? The chatter of birds outside 
your window . . . the shower run¬ 
ning . . bacon sputtering in the 
fry pan . . . the voices of your 
family. Can you imagine what: 
your life would be like if these | 
so-called ordinary sounds were 
absent? 

Many of us are inclined to take 
our hearing for granted. This is 
a mistake because there are nu-! 
| merous ways that one’s hearing , 
i can become impaired or lost, and 
neglect is not among the least of 
! them. 

Outside of being born deaf or 
i having an inborn hearing defect, 
impaired qt poor hearing is often 
the result of an injury to the 
nerve of hearing. This injury is 
often an aftermath of some gen¬ 
eral disease of the body. For ex¬ 
ample, the hearing nerve may be 
hurt by poisons coming from a 
localized infection such as dis¬ 
eased tonsils or an abscessed 
tooth, or a bout with a common 
cold. Of course, the underlying 
condition calls for immediate 
medical care for reason other 
than its probable damage to hear¬ 
ing. The point is however, that 
any noticeable pain or deafness 
should be investigated promptly 
so the cause can be found and 
treated before lasting damage is 
done. 

Probably the ordinary head 
cold causes more ear difficulties 
for everyone, at one time or an¬ 
other, than anything else. Dur¬ 
ing the time of a cold, the lining 
of the nose secretes mucus which 
reaches the back of the throat. 
By blowing too hard, you can 
push mucus into the eustachian 
tube or the mucus may seep into 
the middle ear. Either of these 
conditions can cause pressure, 
sometimes pain and they also 
block your hearing. Here again, 
early treatment by your physi¬ 
cian is important to avoid dan- 
I gerous complications. 

[ So important is early recogni- 
1 1ion of a hearing defect that the 
\ Massachusetts Department of 
i Public Health provides regula- 
1 tions for annual hearing tests for 
each school child. The immediate 
purpose of this program is to lo¬ 
cate children who have a hear¬ 
ing impairment which may pre¬ 
vent them from obtaining max¬ 
imum benefit from their educa¬ 
tional opportunities. A conse¬ 
quent result is that many hear¬ 
ing defects are found at this time 
which can be corrected with the 
start of immediate treatment. 

Unfortunately older people, 

1 who do not have regular hearing 
; tests, are sometimes unaware 
j that they are suffering a hearing 
loss. We have a tendency to com¬ 
pensate for deafness when it 
! comes on gradually as it does as 
one gets older. There are others 
jwho know that their hearing is 
1 impaired but do nothing, either 
' because they believe it’s a tem- 


Most physicians find that the use 
of modern hearings aids often 
proves extremely successful, and 
modern drugs have given them 
excellent weapons for cases of 
ear infections. 

A brief description of the parts 
of your ear may be of interest. 
Starting with the lobe, which is 
of little importance except for 
appearance, we then see the 
canal, an opening extending from 
the lobe almost an inch into the 
head. The lining of the canal has 
glands that secrete wax, probably 
intended to prevent the entrance 
of foreign particles. At the end 
of the canal is a membrane called 
the ear drum. In addition to pick¬ 
ing up sound waves, the drum 
guards the sensitive middle ear. 
The middle ear itself houses three 
tiny bones of hearing, held in 
place by a delicate muscle and is 
connected to the throat by the 
eustachian tube. This tube allows 
air to move in and out, thus 
equalizing the atmospheric pres¬ 
sure on both sides of the ear 
drum. Infection sometimes infil¬ 
trates the middle ear through 
this tube. Deeper in the head is 
the inner ear. One part is com¬ 
posed of three semi-circular can¬ 
als that permit- body balance. The 
other part is shaped like a snail 
shell, the cochlea. In the cochlea, 
the nerve of hearing is spread 
out to catch sound impressions 
and carry them to the brain. 

It pays to keep this complex 
little mechanism healthy. The 
best way is to have ears checked 
regularly by a physician . . . 
don’t let plain neglect rob you of 
your hearing. 

Keep things out of the ear 
canal . . . that means matches, 
sticks, toothpicks, bobby pins. If 
you have wax, let your physician 
remove it, don’t try to do it your¬ 
self. 

When you swim or dive, try to 
keep water out of your nose and 
throat. This can be done by ex¬ 
pelling air slowly and continuous¬ 
ly through your nose, when your 
face is submerged. When your 
face is above water, inhale 
through the mouth. This tech¬ 
nique presents foreign matter 
from entering the eustachian 
tube. 

Whenever you blow your nose, 
do it gently and never cover both 
nostrils at once. This may force 
mucus into the eustachian tube. 

Just a little good sense on your 
part as far as your ears are con¬ 
cerned, can preserve your hear¬ 
ing. Remember all the common¬ 
place sounds of life and what 
your life would be like without 
them.

This picture, from the collection of Mr. Donald Shaw of Spring- 
field, shows the Pullman car “Agawam River.” Somewhat obscured 
by a guard rail, the car was photographed on the tracks about op¬ 
posite Bondi’s Island and thus as close as it ever came to the river 
for which it was named. 

At one time the New York Central owned twenty of these cars 
bearing names of rivers. Passengers found them comfortable to 
ride in, one reason being that they were built with six-wheel trucks. 

Recently some of these cars were sold to a Canadian Company. 
“Chicopee River” and “Agawam River” were among those sold. 
"‘Connecticut River” and “Westfield River” are still in use on the 
New York Central. 

Mr. Shaw, local authority on Raid 'Road history, obtained pic¬ 
tures of the car, and purchased from the Canadian Company the two 
name plates from the car doors. These metal plates are about two 
feet long and 3 inches wide. 

“Agawam River” is now being remodeled for use in New Bruns¬ 
wick. The name which will appear on its newly painted surface is 
that of a Canadian stream, the “Restigouche River.” 

Soon, business men, students and tourists will again be peering 
from the windows of this car, but the scenery flying by will be that 
of Canada and not New England.

Two fishermen can go to a tackle shop, buy identical lures, fislt 
the same lake — even from the same boat — and one may con¬ 
sistently outfish the other. There are reasons why. 

First, the successful fisherman avoids "getting into a rut." Ho 
varies his retrieve on successive casts, experimenting to find the 
most productive speed and action for his lure. For instance, he may- 
reel in an ABU-Reflex spinner slowly, so that the blade barely 
revolves. He may let his Finlandia plug float quietly for a few sec¬ 
onds, twitch it several times, then begin an erratic floating-diving 
retrieve. He varies the depth at which his lure runs, too, until ho 
finds feeding fish. His fishless companion probably reels at the 
same unproductive speed and depth. 

Second, the successful angler has studied fish environments and 
habits carefully. He’s learned some parts of a lake are as barren of 
of fish as a bathtub, while other spots are favorite “hang-outs.” Ho 
knows that rocks, sunken reel's, brush piles and weeds are good 
hiding places for fish. He casts very close to them. He knows how 
long to let a lure sink to get it at the right depth for retrieve. The 
successful angler keeps alert for

A fourth reason for success is care of tackle. The successful 
angler is likely to clean and lubricate his Mitchell reel and wipe the 
ferrules of his rod after a day on .the water. He checks his line 
for frayed spots. As a result, he wastes no fishing time cleaning 
his gear in the field. He knows that everything will work perfectly 
when he hooks a big fish. 

Finally, there is the "luck" factor. Or is it luck? Occasionally, 
the duffer may take fish when he seems to be doing everything 
wrong. The expert may go fishless. The expert, however,, will ob¬ 
serve and make mental notes of the “mistakes". Next time out, I 10 
may use the “mistakes” as a" basis for a new fishing technique. 
Lots of successful new methods have started like this. 

In these ways, the thoughtful fisherman “makes his own luck". .« 
and depends lots less on chance. He consistently gets more fish, too.

This is the time of year when 
someone at the party, usually in 
a loud voice, asserts that he just 
loves crabgrass. "It’s green, isn’t 
it? And it needs no attention. I 
can’t see why you fight it.” 
Everyone laughs. 

The answer is that a lawn of 
thick green grass is a pleasure 
to look at. A lawn blotched with 
crabgrass is ugly. And, being an 
annual, crabgrass withers away in 
time and leaves bare, desolate 
patches behind it. 

More and more people now 
use a pre-emergence control in 
the spring. But those who didn't 
lay down such a barrier, or who 
missed a few places, can now 
wipe out any crabgrass that is 
growing vigorously, by means of 
a selective weedicide such as 
Scotts Clout. Two applications a 
week apart should take care of 
it completely. At the end of sum¬ 
mer you can reseed the bare 
places. 

Of course, when crabgrass has 
ripened and dropped its seed, 
there’s no sense using Clout or 
anything else.
